Washington, October 12.—The stamp rob- 
bery at the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing, discovered yesterday, turns out to be 
much larger than at first supposed. Instead 
ef one package containing 60,000 2-cent 
stamps, it is now believed that over 200,000, 
and possibly 250,000 stamps of various de- 
nominations are missing. Postmasters in 
all parts of the country, it is thought, have 
received fewer stamps than they ordered, 
and failed to notify the departmem, of the 
deficiency. When their quarterly reports 
are made up these shortages may be found. 
It will take two weeks to discover the full 
extent of the robbery. When it is known 
that yesterday’s shipments of stamps were 
served to 1,800 postmasters, some idea of 
the enormity of the task of ascertaining 
what offices have received short packages, 
is had. The stealing has oeen going on for 
thirty days, and seems to have been the 
result of a plot. 

William B. Smith, formerly of Plainfield, 
-N. J., and George W. Longstreet, who were 
employed in the stamp department-of the 
bureau of engraving and printing, are under 
arrest and the detectives are looking for 
William A. Beach, who was until recently 
employed in a billiard soom in a hotel in 
this city, and a man, whose name is believed 
to be Simmerslitz. Both men left Washing- 
ton yesterday for the purpose of selling 
stamps.

A NEW DEPARTURE. 


An Order Which Practically Deprives 
Postmasters of Appointments, 
' Washington, 
master General Jones has issued a circular 
of instructions to all postmasters at free 
delivery offices directing that hereafter 
substitute letter carriers must be nominat- 
ed from the eligible list. Vacancies in the 
carriers’ force must be filled, where prac- 
ticable, by the promotion of the. eligible 
substitutes. <All removals and new em- 
Ployments of clerks and carriers must be 
reported to the first assistant postmaster 
general as soon as made. 


ten charges, filed with the’ posioffice de- 
partment, and full opportunity for defense. 
No resignation asked for by pdostmasters 
will be accepted by the departmient. Post- 
masters must submit to the department all 
questions relating to appointments. 

The object of issuing these new regula- 
tions, which practically deprive postmas- 
ters of the appointing power over their sub- 
ordinates, is officially defined to be ‘“‘for the 
purpose of avoiding unjust removals of 
clerks and carriers in the classified service, 
snd to avoid embarrassmént and annoy- 
ance to the department and postmasters 
with reference thereto.’’ Also to obviate 
the “delay, annoyance and misunderstand- 
ing that have been caused in the past by 
postmasters conducting with the civil ser- 
vice commission correspondence which 
should originate alone with the head of the 
postoffice department.’’ 

Theoretically, the power of making all 
aprointments and removals of letter car- 
riers and other officials has always been 
vested in the postoffice department, but 
practically postimasters have been accus- 
tomed to exercise the power of appointment 
and removal without previously consulting 
the postoffice department, merely reporting 
their action, pro forma, for appfoval. The 
new regulations are designed to make prac- 
tice conform to theory, and to keep the ap- 
pointing power centered in Washington. It

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HARRISON AT EVANSVILLE. 
The Ex-President Starte Ont on His 


Speaking Tour. 

Evansville, Ind., October 12,—Ex-President 
Benjamin Harrison today again demon- 
strated his right to the title of the greatest 
“rear platform orator in America.” Start- 
ing from Indianapolis at 9:40 o’clock this 
morning, he made eight speeches, varying 
in length from two minutes to three-quar- 
ters of an hour to audiences ranging in 
size from 300 to 1,000, and closing the day’s 
work by addressing 5,000 people in Evans 
hall here tonight. Genera! Harrison’s ver- 
satility and his ability. as an off-hand 
speaker were never more strongly displayed 
than they were on his trip today. he 
never repeated himself; he never was ar 
a loss for an apt illustration or a pat anec- 
dote, and his familiarity with the people 
and the country, through which the train 
passed, enabled him to round out his re- 
marks with local allusions which delighted 
his hearers as nothing else could have done. 
Far the -ex-presijent iimeetf, -the journey 
was in the nature of a personal ovation, 

Most of his auditors wére no doubt stanch 
republicans, whose devotion to the -party 
would have insured their presence no mat- 
ter who the speaker was. But beyond all 
party considerations there was evident in 
the crowds that cheered the white-haired 
ex-president, a feeling of personal loyalty 
and state pride that set the people of Sul- 
livan—a democratic stronghold—cheering as 
lustily as the rock-ribbed republicans of 
Greencastle had done. The strongest proof 
of this feeling was to be found in the act 
that, despite the wretched, drizzling 
weather the crowds were unprecedentedly 
large for a state campaign, reaching, in 
fact, the proportions brought out in a presl- 
dential canvass. ° 


BANQUETED THE BANKERS. 


Close of the Convention at Baltimore 
Yesterday. 

Baltimore, October 12.—The festivities at- 
tendant upon the convention of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association begun s0 auepi- 
ciously with the magnificent reception and 
banquet last night at McCoy’s hall, were 
brought to a fitting close this afternoon. 
Several hundred delegates, with their wives 
and daughters, were taken on the steamer 
Columbia for a sail down the Chesapeake 
to Annapolis. They were received at, the 
executive mansion by Governor Brown and 
staff in full uniform, and visited tg2 naval 
academy, state capitol and other points of 
interest. The historic senate chamber, 
wherein Washington resigned as comman- 
der-in-chief of the continental forces, was 
the central attraction for the financiers. 
A tempting luncheon was served. on the 
run up from the ancient city. Tonight out- 
going trains are crowded with bankers and 
their ladies on their journey homeward.

The 
child placed the vessel to the lips of his 
grandfather, who was afew minutes later in 
the throes of death. He had caused the 
drug to be prepared, pretending that he 
wanted it es a deodorizer, but probably 
with the purpose of committing suicide. 
He was one of the largest land owners in 
this part of the couptry.

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TWO TRAINS HRLD UP 


Masked: Men Make a Rich Hanl 
Above Richmond. 


THEY GET AWAY WITH $100,000 


Then They Turn the Engine Loose 
and It Runs Wild. 


CALIFORNIA HAS A HOLD UP, T00 


A Tramp Who Was Stealing p Ride Saw 
the Performance—Ge ‘Tells a 
Graphic Story. 


Richmond, Va., October 12.—(Special.)— 
The north-bound express between Rich- 
mond and Washington, leaving here at 7 
o'clock tonight, was held up by a gang of 
robbers tonight at Aquia creek. As the 
train rolled into the staticn two 
masked men leaped upon the engine, cov- 


ered the engineer and fireman with revol- 
vers ana rorcea them to ieave ine 10comvutive, 


In the meantime a number of confederates 


in the daring deed were engaged in un- 
coupling the express car and driving there- 


from the passengers. This done the engine 
pulled up the road about a mile, bearing 
only the express car. ‘The safe was rifled. 
It is belleved Phat the robbers secured in 
the neighborhood of $180,009, as an unusually 
large amount of money went out of Rich- 


> mond this evening, to say nothing of the 


through currency. When the men secured 
their swag they started the locomotive off 
at a rapid rate of speed, alighting them- 
selves. On towards -Washington rumbled 
the engine with no one at the throttle until 
it reached Guantico, which place is only 
about thirty miles this side of the national 
capital. 

As soon as the other train officials realiz- 
ed what had happened, the news of the 
flying locomotive was telegraphed ahead 
and a number of cars were rolled upon the 
track at Guantico to stop the engine and 
probably prevent loss of life as well as 
property. The *engine crashed 
cars demolishing them as well as playing 
havoc with itself. The messengers, ac- 
cording to reports received, were not hurt. 
They were B. F. Crutchfield and H. Mur- 
ray, both of this city. The safe in the ex- 
press car was not blown open. One of the 
messengers was carried up the road and 
commanded to open the casket of treasure 
which he did in compliance to the dictates 
of half a dozen pistols. There were seven 
robbers in the gang. : 

Major E. T. D. Myers, president of the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac, 
has, just at.1 o’clock a. m., offered a re- 
ward of $1,000 for the capture of either of 
or-all of thé désperate gang. 

Blew Open the Doors. 

The rcbbery was on the Richmond,. Fred- 
ericksburg and Potomac railroad. The rob- 
bers were masked, and did not blow open 
the safe as at first reported. They forced 
the messenger to open it. Tne express 
messenger, B. F. Crutchfield, and his help- 
er, H. Murray, barred the door of the ex- 
press car, but these were blown open with 
dynamite. After the robbery the thieves 
made off with their booty in the direction 
of the Potomac river, where it is supposed 
they had a boat in waiting to take them to 
the Maryland side. None of the robbers 
entered the passenger coaches. The opera- 
tor at Brooks, six miles from Quantico, dis- 
covered that the engine was ‘“‘wild,’’ as it 
passed his station and telegraphed to Quan- 
tico, where a switch was thrown so that it 
was brought into collision with two loaded 
freight cars and wrecked. Had the locomo- 
tive been permitted to pass Quantico it 
would have collided with the southbound 
passenger train. 

Passengers on the train report that as 
the train approached Aquia creek two men 
stepped out and commanded the engineer to 
stop the train whica he promptly did. Con- 
ductor Birdsall notified the passengers of 
what had happened and asked for a revolv- 
er. Not one of the passengers was armed, 

The express messenger made an attempt 
at resistance and fired two shots at the 
robbers, who opened fire on him wounding 
him in the left arm. This was the only re- 
sistance attempted. 

The express messenger said that the safe 
contained $150,000. The robbers secured this 
and all of the express packages containing 
money. It ig thought-this amoun®will foot 


up to about $180,000. 


GOT THE GOLD. 


Robbers Stop a Train Out in Califor- 
mia. 

Sacramento, Cal., October 12.—The Coast- 
bound overland train, due here at 9 o'clock 
last night, was held up by two masked men 
about six miles below the city. 

The robbers, armed with revolvers, com- 
pelled the engineer and fireman to accom- 
pany them to the express car, where Mes- 
senger Page was told that if he did ‘not 
open the doors the engineer and fireman 
would be shot. Page, however, at first at- 
tempted resistance and fired twice, but 
fearing that the trainmen would be killed, 
he let the bandits in the car, where they se- 
cured four bags of gold, containing ‘about 
$1,500. The robbers then uncoupled the en- 
gine and after running it toward the city 
a short distance, reversed it and jumped off, 
making their escape. The engine ran into 
the uncoupled train but as the steam had 
ran low, no damage was done. Before hold- 
ing up the train, the men robbed a track 
teurgie the Engineer Says. 

Engineer Scott, in his account of the rob- 
bery, says the robbers put the sacks con- 
taining the money on the engine, ran it to 
the suburbs of Sacramento, where they got 
off with thwmir plunder, reversed the lever, 
and sent the engine back over the track 
under a full head of steam. The engine 
struck the train but did not do much dam- 


age. 
Fireman Lincoln, who got a good view of 


| the robbers, says that there is no doubt of 


their being men who thoroughly under-, 

stand railroading. The signal used in stop- 
the train complied perfectly with the

News of the robbery produced the great- 
ést excitement, and the city is alive with 
men eager to assist in the search. Men are 
already scouring the country in every direc- 
tion. It seems almost impossible that the 
robbers ean escape, as the descriptions 
furnighed of them are good, and they must 
of necessity be either in o1 very close to 
«lls City. 

“The Southern Pacific railroad has issued 
a circular ‘offering a reward of $10,000 for 
the arrest of the two robbers and the re- 
covery of the plunder. In this circular it 
is stated the bandits plundered the express 
car of over $50,000 in gold. 

A Tramp’s Account. 

James Colton, who was beating his way 
to, Sacramento from Suisun, provably saw 
more of the robbery than any one else. 
His story ts as follows: 

“The first thing I knew about any trouble 
was’ when the torpedo went off. it seemed 
to light the car. I said to Hanley, a tramp 
who was riding on the forward platform of 
the blind baggage where I was riding, 
‘There goes a torpedo; something is dead 
wrong sure—see?” I swung out on the step 
and looked ahead and saw two figures op 
the track, swinging lanterns. Oue had a 
red and the other a white lantern. As the 
train. slowed up I climbed up in the back 
end of the tender and lay down, while 
Hanley went inside the storm doors. 

“The next thing I saw was the two rob- 
bers running up, one on each side of the 
engine, they were dressed in close-fitting 
white suits; wore high peaked caps, ex 
actly like the pictures I have seen of the 
whitecaps in the east. They looked like 
clowns. in a circus. They had. Winchester 
rifles, but no pistols or cartridge belts that 
I could see. The big one fired his rifle off 
and said to the engineer: 

“*Get down out of that, and be quick 
about it.’ 

“The engineer replied “I will, I will, don’t 
kill me; I'll mind you.’ 

“The engineer and fireman accompanied 
the robbers. The tall one said: ‘Get a move 
on you.” They went back and uncoupled the 
four forward cars from the passenger coach- 
es and brought the fireman and engineer 
back to the engine. The tall man stood on 
the platform of the first car and said to 
the engineer. 

‘Pull out now, d—d lively and go till I 
tell you to stop.’ 

“One of the robbers kept his gun aimed 
at the engineer and rested it on my legs 
without seeing me. It was an old gun with 
so large 2 bore that I thought it was a 
musket at first. After we had gone about 
a mile the big man told the engineer to 
stop. The big man climbed on the tender 
and saW me for the first time. He pointed 
his rifl€é at me and said: 

***Whto in the hej is this.’ 

“I said: ‘Don't shvot, mister, I'm only a 
tramp.’ 

‘He told me to keep quiet and I would 
be all right. Then the men compelled the 
engineer and firemun to go back to the 
express car and ca:il the messenger. The 
messenger began to shoot at once, but was 
implored to stop by the engineer. I saw the 
four come back presently bearing a sack 
each, and heard the large man say the 
sacks weighed about seventy-five pounds, 
though the two carried by the railroad men 
were larger than the other two. They put 
the swe.e on the engine, told us to get away 
from the machine and then pulled out. uAs 
they were bringing the sacks to the engine 
the messenger fired two shots at them and 
the engineer said: “That d—d fool will kill 
us yet.’ The big robber laughed and said: 
‘No he won’t he can’t hit the side of a 
house.’ They were the coolest men I ever 
saw. The mouth opening in the big fellow’s 
mask was very large and I could see that 
he had a dark mustache. 

Hanley, the other tramp, tells a _ story 
similar to Colton’s, though his opportunities 
for seeing were not so good, as he was 
behind the storm doors most of the time. 

The amount captured by the rupbers was 
$51,000. 


HER REQUEST WAS GRANTED, 


But Mrs. Dyke Refused to Shoot the 
Slayer of Her Husband. 

Clarksville, ‘Tex., October 12.—Henry 
Dyke’s crib was fired aud us he rushed out 
of the house to save his agricultural im- 
plements his face and breast were filled 
with buckshot, killing him instantly. The 
assassin was recognized by Dyke’s son, 
who had followed his father into the yard. 
A posse was organized and Andrew Jack- 
son, the accused, was captured. Mrs. 
Dyke had asked the posse to let her kill 
the assassin when captured. Jackson was 
taken to her home and she was handed a 
double-barreled shotgun charged and 
cocked. She raised the gun to his face, 
hesitated, and lowering the gun asked that 
the law be allowed to take its course. 

The posse started for the county jail with 
the prisoner, but were overtaken by a 
mob. A rope was placed around the pris- 
oner’s neck and while the mob was in the 
act of hanging him the sheriff and his 
deputies dashed up and wrenched the pris- 
oner from the lynchers and hurried him to 
jail. There is intense excitement. 


INCENDIARISM IN IOWA. 


A Block of Houses in Lyons Destroyed 
by Fire. 

Lyons, Iowa, October 12.—A fire at Ful- 
ton burned an entire block. The loss is 
quite heavy, the structures destroyed be- 
ing Rhodes’s hotel, the Fulton gristmill, the 
Fulton steam laundry, Snyder’s wood and 
coal yard, the ice company’s stable and 
horses, and the Northwestern frieght of- 
fice. Firebugs were sighted setting fire to 
the Hollerhan house, but they escaped. 

Large Fire at Biloxi. 

New Orleans, October 12.—The principal 
portion of Biloxi, Miss., was destroyed by 
fire this morning. Biloxi is one of the lake 
coast resorts and a prosperous village. The 
loss embraces the opera house, many stores 
and a large number of dwellings. The loss 
will be probably $50,000 or more. 

Fire on a Steamship. 

Galveston, Tex., October !2.—The fire in 
after-hold of the Spanish steamship, Pauli- 
na, lying in the outer roads vas suppressed 
last night. This morning the hold was 
pumped out and the work of di¢cLarging 
from the cargo Was begun. , "ee or f.ur 
hundred bales in the hold have been 
brought to the city barely charred. The 
damage to the cargo is 20w cvtimatea at 
$20,000, fully covered by insurance. The 
steamship is reported uninjured.

He Has a Talk with Major Hinckley 
Over the Télephone. 


THEY DISCUSSED PARTY HARMONY 


The Ex-Mayor Refuses to Fall in 
Line and Will Stand Independent. 


THATCHER IS EVIDENTLY DISGUSTED 


He Sees No Use in Fooling with the Mug- 
wump Outfit—If They Are Not Dem- 
ocratsThey Are Enemies. 


New York, October 12.—William R. Grace 
called at democratic state headquarters un- 
expectedly this morring. He remained with 
Mr. Thatcher a few minutes. He then went 
to a long-distance telephone and conversed 
with Major Hinckley, who is now at Pough- 
keepsie. When he came out, he said: 

“I came here to sce Mr. Hinckley. Not 
finding him, I tatked with him over the 
telephone. The subject of our conversation 
was harmony in the local congressional 
and assembly nominations. After my talk 
with him, I regret to say that there now 
seems to be no hope for harmony. Major 
Hinckley has done all he could, but, for 
obvious reascns, harmony is impossible. 
Tammany tast night nominated straight 
Tammany men for congress and I am now 
convinced that the assembly nominations 
will follow the same trend. Further efforts 
in that direction seem to be useless.” 

The executive committee of the state de- 
mocracy met at Cooper union this after- 
noon. They were there to take some action 
with: reference to the nomination for con- 
gress, asscmbly and board of aldermen. 
The meeting lasted about two hours and 
was a particularly encouraging one, if the 
applause that floated over the transoms 
was any indication. When the meeting 
came to an end Mr. Grace, who presided, 
came out and made a statement. He said: 

“We are going to stand up and be counted. 
We are not afraid of the result of the 
count. We have just decided to put candi- 
dates in the field for uldermen, ufsembly 
and congress. Our plan is this: We are 
going to let the distriets take care of ma& 
ters in their own way. That is to sey, we 
are going to let the various districts make 
their own selections. We have instructed 
them, however, to make  sombinatioxns 
wherever it is possible to de vv.” , 

Mr. Grace appeared to be enthusiastic 
over the plan and predicted oig results. 

The executive committee will have an- 
other meeting tomorrow, when the matters 
that were discussed today will be further 
talked about. It is more than likely that 
the nominating convention of the state de- 
mocracy will be held Morday night.

Fall River, Mess., October 12.—What 
threatened to be a stormy meeting of spin- 
ners this morning turned out to be @ rous- 
ing demonstration of confidence in favor of 
Robert Howard and the other leaders of 
After @ 
warm session yesterday the executive com- 
mittee decided to make two recommenda- 
tions to the general meeting to be held to- 
day. The first was that the proposition of 
the manufacturers should be adopted, as 
follows: ‘“‘That the spinners retadrn to work 
under a reduction of 5 per cent. If the 
margin holds at 8 cents, as at present, for 
sixty days, the other 5 per cent will “be 
restored. If it declines to 6 cents or be- 
low, the 5 per cent will be increased to @ 
19 per cent reduction.” The second recom- 
mendation was that if it was voted to re 
turn to work Monday morning, the members 
should receive another week’s strike pay, 
because it would be ten days or more after 
Monday before they would receive any 
wages. 

After the meeting had heard the report 
of the executive committee, opposition was 
manifested because the margin of 8% cents 
was too high, and because no one but the 
spinners were granted a concession. 

Secretary Howard took the floor, and be- 
gan an address to the spinners. He callea 
to their mind that winter was approach- 
ing and that the propositions that were 
offered were made after all means had 
failed to secure better terms. He expressed 
regret that the weavers and carders were 
not treated fairly by the manufacturers and 
said they had made a protracted, he- 
roic and noble fight and they deserved 
recognition. He said the fact that the man- 
ufacturers had offered the spinners a com- 
promise wiiile they were still in the streets, 
was the grcatest victory ever won by the 
spinners’ union. While it was not all that 
the committee wanted, it was all that they 
could get and in keeping with his regular 
policy he would say to the men: Take halt 
a loaf if you can’t get a whole one.” 

“You have brothers and sisters and moth- 
ers,”’ said he, “and will you see them starve 
when something is offerd to you?’ 

This exclamation broke down ail opposi- 
amid the 


cheers of the excited men. 

The two propositions recommneded by the 
committee were adopted. 

The result of the meeting is hailed with 
delight in. the city, but there is still a 
great deal of indignation expressed because 
all of the empleyes have not been treated 
alike.

HANGING IN 


HIS CELL 


The Lifeless Body of Richard Guarda 
Was Found. 
Charlottesville, Va., October 12.—Richard 
B. Guard, who on the lth of last April 
shot Miss Laura E. Martin in a passenger 
coach on the Richmond and Danville rail- 
road just as the train was pulling in at the 
union station in this city, committed sul- 
cide some time last night by hanging him- 

self in his cell in the city jail. 

About 6:30 o’clock this morning inmates of 
the jail called to the jailer, who resides 
within earshot of the prison, that Guard 
had hanged himself. Investigation proved 
the information te be true. Guard had 
placed the back of a new split-bottom chalr 
in the ventilator in his cell (which went 
entirely through the wall) and, after tying 
a stout piece of cretonne, a part of \his 
clothes bag, around his neck, slipped the 
cloth over one of the rear legs of the 
chair and, by pjhis means ended his life. 
He pinioned his legs with a trunk strap 
‘and then crawled out of another chair that 
he had placed under the one to which he 
had attached the noose. When found He 
had been dead for several hours. His body 
was cold, undressed and in his night 
clothes and his room was neatly arranged. 
The body was cut down about 7:30 o'clock 
a. m. by orders of the jail physician. 

Nothing could be found in the cell giving 
reasons for the suicide. The opinion of 
many is that he was insane, and that 
would have been the defense if the case 
had come to trial. 


Charged with an Awfal Crime.

In Business All Over the Country—The 
Trade Reviews. 

New York, October 12.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“An accentuation of favorable features is 
revealed in the telegraphic reports to Brad- 
street’s this week. While advices as to 
most marked improvement come from the 
west and south, there are some encourag- 


ing features also reported-from the cust, | 


and the net result of the week's business 
has made further progress in the direction 
of enlarged distribution. 

“A number of prominent southern points 
report increased activity. Cotton receipts 
are large, but the price tends downward. 
First arrivals of new crop sugar at New 
Orleans sol@ at the lowest price ,mid for 
many years. Southern lumbermen antici- 
pate higher prices. 

“Distribution has increased at Charteston, 
Savannah, Atlanta, Jacksonville, Memphis, 
New Orleans and Galveston, where cotton 
receipts are very heavy. The export de- 
mand for grain is confined to small ship- 
ments of wheat. Naval stores are more ac- 
tive at Savannah and lumbermen are cheer- 
ful, anticipating higher prices. Trade con- 
tinues quiet at Chattanooga, Birmingham 
and Augusta but is holding its own at Nash- 
ville. Rather more business is doing in 
money at Memphis.” 

What Dun & Co. Say. 

R. G. Dun & Co's. Weekly Review of 
Trade tomorrow will say: 

“Business is still waiting for the develoz- 
ment of retail trade. There is a little better 
demand in some industries, but not so good 
in others. Wholesale dealers in nearly aii 
branches are halting because retail business 
does not yet show @istinctly what it is tv 
be. Lower prices for the great farm sta- 
ples and lower wages in some establish- 
ments hinder purchases for consumntion, 
while political interest and uncertainty also 
have some retarding influence. Meanwhile 
large fmports and small exports of mer- 
chandise with inadequate employment for 
money here are raising the rates of foreign 
exchange, so that possibilities of golé ex- 
ports somctime affect the stock market. 
The halting attitude for the money is dis- 
turbing to those who have looked for con- 
tinued gain, though rightly considered it is 


‘the natural consequence ot conditions which 


were to be expected at this season. 

‘Reports from the different cities show, 
as they did a week ago, that while extreme 
low prices for cotton and wheat are creck- 
ing retail purchases in the west and south, 
there is nevertheless a gradual gain. Mon- 
etary movements indicate that the expected 
expansion of interior trade has not been 
wholly realized, and the demand for eur- 
rency from this city has materially slack- 
ened. The demand for commercial Icins is 
weaker, and 3 per cent is quoted for prime 
four months’ paper. Foreign imports for 
two weeks have been $6,000,000, of 36 yer 
cent larger than last year, while in exports 
of domestic productg a decrease of Il per 
cent appears for two weeks in October. Yet 
customs receipts for the two weeks are 
only $280,000 larger than last year, and in- 
ternal revenue $1,280,000 smalier. 

“The iron industry records a larger pro- 
duction in September than in any other 
month this year, but as prices are gradually 
weakening because of insufficient demand 
for finished products, some works are pre- 
paring to close or shorten time. A few good 
structural contracts are reported, and two 
amounting to 15,009 tons for steel] rails, but 
combinations hoid up prices of rails and 
wire nails, the demand for bar iron is un- 
satisfactory and Bessemer pig and steel 
billets are weak. The demand for cotton 
goods has materially slackened, and prices 
have been irregular, although resumption of 
work at Fall River and New Bedford with 
only, 5 per cent lower wages indteates con- 
fidence in the future. The woolen mills 
still have numerous belated orders for fall 
goods, but the demand for spring does not 
increase, though in nearly all the lower- 
priced products domestic makers appear 
able to command most of the business that 
exists. 

“Failures for the week ending Octeber 
4th show liabilities of $1,714,276, of which 
$805,835 are of manufacturing and $892,391 
are of trading concerns. The tinal report 
for September shows liabilities of only 
$7,307,124, of which $3,254,273 are of mann- 
facturing and %,710,092 of trading concerns. 
The failures for this week have been 23 
in the United States against 293 last year, 
and forty-three in Caneda against forty- 
two last year.

Antwerp, October 12.—The steamer, Wilhel- 
mina, having on board Baron Dehanis, com- 
mander of the Belgian troops in the Congo 
state, who is returning from a three years’ 
bloody but victorious campaign against the 
Arab slave traders in that district, arrived 
off the mouth of the river Scheldt yesterday 
morning, but was prevented by a dense 
fog from entering the rmver. This morning, 
however, the fog lifted, und the steamer 
came up to the city. 

Upon her arrival she was boarded by a 
special messenger from King Leopold, who 
bore to Baron Dehanis the greeting of the 
king and his majesty’s congratulations 
upon his safe return and the evccess of the 
werk in which he has been engaged. 

Many government and military officials 
and newspaper representatives were among 
those who had assemb.ed to welcome the 
baron, who held a levee on board the ship. 
Great crowds of people had gathered at the 
wharf to greet the baron, and when he 
landed the enthustasm was almost ur.- 
bounded, the scene not having been equaled 
since the return of Henry M. Stanley from 
his last African trip. The streets were 
crowded and the returned commander of 
the .Belgian forces in the Comgo was 
cheered contihuously. 

A series of festivities in his honor will 
begin tomorrow. 

Baron Dehanis brought with him three 
converted Arab chiefs with their wives and 
children.

How 
can you tel them? Pick one up and look 
at his legs.. If he has been kept in a_pen 
the terrapin will show it on the sides of 
his legs where he has scraped against the 
walls. This cellar system of wintering 
terrapin is not only cruelty to the terra- 
pin, but a great wrong to the customer. 
One might as well take a case of typhoid 
fever into one’s sys*em and be done with 
as eat one. There ought to be a law 
against herding terrapin in celiars all win- 
ter to be sold ip the spring.”’ 


“There is only one way to cook a ter- 
rapin and that is the simplest pvussible 
way. The dish culminates in terrapin, but- 
ter, salt and pepper. I never add sherry 
or any other seasoner of the bottle sort. 
Let the terrapin eater do that for himself. 
To cook a terrapin you first take a pan 
full of water, and it must be good. The 
water is as important as the terrapin, and 
should have as little taste of any sort as 
possible. When it boils drop in your terra- 
pin. No, it don’t hurt him. His light goes 
out like a candle. He is dead in a boiling 
second. Leave him in ten minutest; then 
take him out and with a coarse crash 
towel loosen and peel the hide from his legs 
neck and tail. Then burnish up his shell 
a iittie, as a method of discovering whether 
he is healthy. If he was sick the shell will 
curl up in little flakes. If well and sound, 
it will come out like polished tortoise shell 
and never show acurl. After these efforts 
put him back to boil. Put him in the 
same water. You will have to leave him 
there variously from thirty minutes to two 
hours. I have seen stout, old terrapin who 
laughed at ten hours and came out as 
tough as sole leather. How can you tell 
when he is done? Try one of his claws. 
If it pulls out he is good enough. When 
you get him out you first twist his head 
off just as you would wring the neck of a 
chicken; then lay him carefully on his back. 
You take a common case knife and pry his 
under shell loose on one side. This you 
tip right over like the cover of a trunk. 
There is your terrapin. You will find a lit- 
tle gall sack adorning his liver like a tear 
of bitterness. This wants to be removed. 
He also has a sort of gizzard like.a chicken 
—a kind of storage place for sand intended 
to help his digestion. You remove this also. 
The rest of the terrapin is good. If I intended 
to eat him myself | would take the bones 
out of his legs. This is easily done and it 
is not necessary to explain the method.

TERRAPIN TOM MURREY. 


He Is 2 Newspaper Man Who Can Cook 
for Epltcures. 

Washington, D. ©€., October 19.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—Terrapian Tom Murray 
gained his title in as honorable and in far 
more reasonable encounter than ever 
steel-locked warrior of them all. It was in 
this way: Once upon a time, when the 
terrapin habit swept all before it, in the 
town of Philadelphia, a club was formed 
with a sole purpose to cook and eat that 
engaging reptile. Almost every member 
was proprietor of a chafing dish, and moil- 
ed and toiled over terrapin. Rivalries 
were rife, even feuds were founded in 
these club struggles for a terrapin suprema- 
cy. Mayor Stokely, of Philadelpnia, was 
a wise man, a member of the club, and 
deeply addicted to terrapin. Mayor Stcke- 
ly owned no chafing dish, entered upcp no 
battles of cookery. but was content to mere- 
ly eat terrapin. But he saw the necessity 
of abating these wars of the chafing dish- 
es. The terrapin king must _ be dis- 
covered and crowned, or the club was like 
to perish from its own civil strife. One 
night Mayor Stokely offered a prize of $500 
for the best dish of terrapin. it was open 
to any member of the c1b. Each man 
was to select his terrapin, kill and cock his 
victim in any fashion or sort of way his 
taste or art might prompt. Mayor Stoke- 
ly called a couple of epicures, who were 
slaves to terrapin, to be judges with him, 
There were thirty-two entries. It was not 
the $500 which aroused the ardor of the 
éhafing dishers; it was the noble fame to 
be won. The battle was fought one club 
night. The thirty-two artists stood about 
the club tables, and bent above their chaf- 
ing dishes and worked with the fine inspir- 
ation of poets. Tom Murrey was victor. 
He won the money, and the title of ‘“Terra- 
pin Tom.’ The prize of half a thousand 
disappeared like mist in tmmediate Bur- 
gundy, wherewith to cHeer the spirits of 
the thirty-one conquered cooks. ‘the title 
abides with him to this day. 


Who is Terrapin Tom Murrey? He has 
long been a newspaper man, and one of 
Ahe nobles of New York Bohemia. Just now 
he writes cookbooks, which read like epics; 
and incidentally is master and proprietor 
of the restau.ant of the house of repre- 
sentatives; a field wherein his genius reaps 
$20,000 a year. A broad, deep, athletic fig- 
ure is Terrapin Tom Murrey, whom fifty 
years have assailed in vain. His cronie is 
Amos Cummings, while his friends number 
every good table man and men 
of letters and wit in New 
York. As for the chefs, they bow be- 
fore him as before the prophet of their 
tribe. And his fame through the kitchen 
world Manhattan is as the fame of Mo- 
hammed in the deserts. The other even- 
ing Mr. Murrey was at the Press Club. He 
was brought to talk of terrapin. 


“The terrapin,’’ quoth Mr. Murrey, ‘is 
peculiarly American. Tobacco, potatoes, 
turkey and terrapin are the gifts of America 
to the world. The terrapin alone is ample re- 
ward for the discovery >f this country, and 
all it may have cost. Nor have I ever met 
a foreign cook who could cope with terra- 
pin in a just and satisfactory way. He al- 
ways spoils it. Ward McAllister the other 
day conceived the insanity of terrapin cro- 
quettes. He launched them against some 
helpless dinner party which had fallen into 
his clutches... Terrapin croquettes was a 
crime for which McAilister shoulg have 
been sent to Blackwell's or on It was 
the effort of a snob and a ial humbug 
to Frenchify a distinctively American dish. 
A cook wouldn't have done it. A patriot 
wouldn’t have done it. It took a tawdry, 
tinsel man of the table like McAllister, 
who was neither artist nor American 
enough tn servé -for 
And thousands of 


When you have scooped his shell clean you 
deal with the flesh so daintily acquired as 
if it were a case of oatmeal. You set the 
dish containing the terrapin in boiling wa- 
ter and cook by that process, adding butter, 
salt and pepper to suit your taste, net for- 
getting whatever liquor was drained from 
the flesh while you were recovering it from 
the sheh. As I said before, I allow the 
eater to add the sherry or whatever he may 
banker for in that line. There ought also 
to be added while tne cooking is in pro- 
butter from running, or curdling as some 
call it. Terrapin cooked this way is as it 
sheuld be, and when Ward McAllister or 
any other Anglo-maniac or continental-ma- 
niac, undertakes to make croquettes of it 
he should be dealt -with for the kitchen 
criminal he is. Yes, there is a Philadelphia 
way of cooking terrapin which involves 
cornstarch, eggs end flour, and there is a 
Maryland style which brings the terrapin 
on in a bath of brown gravy. But they are 
not right. I will tell you how those fash- 
ions came to be invented. You will recollect 
that terrapin is a somewhat expensive bird. 
Sime broadgauge banquetter might start 
out to furnish terrapin for a hundred peo- 
ple, perhaps two hundred. If he takes the 
brown gravy or Philadelphia route he might 
very easily save from $30 to $100. Phila- 
delphia is a thrifty place—hence cornstarch 
terrapin. But it is not right.’’ 

The- house restaurant has been controlled 
by Mr. Murrey through two sess@:. He 
has a novel seheme afoot which iliustrates 
a fad of his. He has kept the orders of the 
various statesmen for every day.

Mr. Calhoun aud the Currency. 

The Savannah Press recently made 
tbis remark: “Mr. Calhoun announced 
in the senate sixty years ago that infe- 
ricr money will drive out gold money 
and that values will fall in preportion.” 
The Constitution ventured to suggest 
that Mr. Calhoun never gave utterance 
to any such nonsense. 

The Press, in order to convince The 
Constitution that Mr. Calhoun did give 
uiterance to the nonsense attributed to 
him makes two quotations from 2 
speech delivered by the great southern- 
er in the senate of the United States, 
March 26. 1834. The first is as follows: 

If we turn our attention to the laws 
which govern the circulation we shall then 
find one of the most important to be that 
as the circulation is decreased or inereased 
the rest of the property will, all other cir- 
cumstances remaining the samé, be de- 


creased or increased in value exactly in the 
same proportion. 

This proposition, according to 
Press, Mr. Calhoun illustrated 
lows: ’ 

If a community should have an aggregate 
amount of property of $31,000,000, of which 
$1,000,000 constituted the currency, and this 
$1,000,000 should be reduced a one-tenth part 
the value of the remaining property would 
be reduced one-tenth part. 


The Press said that Mr. Calhoun an- 
nounced in the senate that “inferior. 
money would drive out good money and 
that valnes must fall in proportion.’ 
But Mr: Calhoun’s utterances ‘which 
The Press quotes, and which we have 
reproduced above, sliow that nothing 
could have been further from the great 
southerner’s mind than to make the 
announcement attributed to him. On 
the contrary, the proposition he hrys 
down and lustrates is precisely con- 
trary to the idea that inferior money 
will lower values and prices. It is 
passing strange that the keen-eyed edi- 
ter of The Press has overlooked this. 

Mr. Calhoun’s proposition is that the 
quantity of money in circulation deter- 
mines its value. If the circulation is 
increased values and prices rise. If the 
circulation is decreased.or contracted, 
values and prices fall. The value of

The AB Cof the Silver Question. 


j mints: it 
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A correspondent at Young Harris, 
in the course of a letter, asks: “What 
is the free coinage of silver, and how 
is it Kept on a parity with gold?’ 

In the very beginning of our govern- 
ment the men who bad charge of its 
destinies, aud who framed its laws, saw 
that they must establish an adequate 
currency system, and that this system 
must have 2a definite basis—something 
to start from. In arithmetic 1 is the 
unit, and all calculations are sums or 
multiples of that unit. A currency sys- 
tem must of necessity have a unit of 
value, and the wise men who establish- 
ed our government decreed that the unit 
of value should be a silver dollar con- 
taining 37114 grains of pure silver. This 
silver dollar was the basis, the unit. of 
all money values. Gold was also made 
money, but its value was counted Ay 
comparing it with silver units or dol- 
lars, which were made the basis-of all 
money and property values. That is 
to say, when an ounce of gold, or a 
horse, or an acre of land, or a barrel of 
flour was said to be worth so many 
dollars, silver dollars were meant. 

This silver unit. or measure of values, 
Was established in 1792. The ratio be- 
tween silver and gold was first made 


but the silver dollar or unit was never 
changed. It was recognized «as the 
standard of value from 1792 to 1873—a 
period of more than sixty years. 

The reason that silver was made the 
unit and standard of value, the stand- 
ard by which all other values were ex- 
pressed, was because it was recognized 
then, as it is now, as peculiarly the mon- 
ey of the people, while. gold was re- 
garded as the money of the rich. Gold 
Was stored in the banks, as it is now, 
while silver circulated, as it does now, 
amowg the people. The wise men who 
made that metal the unit of value saw 
that. while designing persons might be 
able to corner the small stock of gold 
aud make larce profits for themselves. 
they would not be able to get hold of 
the more widely circulated silver. 

For more than sixty years, the mints 
of the United States were open to the 
free coinage of silver, the unit of value, 
and to gold, which was measured in 
silver. Every owner of silver bullion, 
no matter what the amount or what it 
cost him to procure it, could take it 
to the mints and have it coined into 
full legal tender dollors at the rate of 
$1.29 an ounee. The coinage was free 
because there was no charge-.at the 
was unlimited, because the 
soverninent stood ready to coin into 
dears any amount of pure or: stand- 
ard silver that might be carried to the 
mints, It was so with gold, with this 
important exception: the gold so coined 
Was megsured and expressed in terms 
of the silver unit. Thus, the law said 
that “dollars or units” should be “of the 
value of'a Spanish milled dollar, a& the 
same is now current, and to - contain 
JT1%,, grains of pure, or, 416. grains of 
standard silver.” The law also declared 
that the gold eagles shonld each “be of 
the value of ten dollars or units’’—that 
is to say, ten silver dollars. 

In 1876 the law was radically chang- 
ed, and the change was brought about 
surreptitiousiy. John Sherman and a 
few republicans’ who were in the. con- 
‘spiracy, introduced a bill to “revise” 
the mint-laws,. and in this bij! was a 
section closing the mints to silver and 
making the gold dollar the exit df: val- 
ue. This section was never ead in 
either house of congress, and neither 
the senators nor the representatives. 
with the exception of the conspirators, 
knew the importance of the measure 
which purported to be simply a bill to 
revise and regulate the laws governing 
the mints. General Grant, who signed

The democratic nominees for congress 
are expected to meet in Atlanta today to 
discuss the registration: problem and to 
endeavor to arrive at some conclusion 
by which the voters of the state can be 
given definite knowledge of the qualifi- 
cations necessary for partieipation in 
the congressional elections. 

It is of the utmost importance that

Chronicle for a “legal opinion upon this 
subject.” Unfortunately no such opin- 
ion exists unless it can be said that 
Judge Speer’s decision of years ago 
would now .contrel throughout the state, 
notwithstanding the fact it was based 
on an application from the tenth dis- 
trict alone and on the federal election 
laws, which have since been repealed. 

It is a matter of indifference whether 
the registration lists of the counties 
haviag registration laws are recognized 
or not, but it is of vital importance that 
there should be some definite decision, 
by some competent authority, which 
either will or will not require voting to 
be confined to county registrations.

$4,000 18 THE LIMIT OF EXEMPTIO 


Churches, Benefit Agsociations and Char- 
‘tties Are Not Taxed—Officers Not 
Allowed to Divulge Information. 


Atiarta capitalists are beginning to con- 
cern themselves about the payment of the 
income tax. 

Beginning on the }st of January; 1396, 
every man whose income exceeds $4,000 will 
be required to pay a stipulated tax into 
Uncle Gam’s treasury. 

This is the injunction Isid upon him by 
the last congress of the United States. It 
is a democratic measure and one that its 
firmly rooted in the principles of the party. 
Democrats, therefore, will have to set a 
graceful pattern to the country by mani- 
feating a cheerful and contented spirit un. 
der the trying ordeal through which they 
will have to pass. 

The government officials will be obliged 
to stem the current and face a strong wind 
that will have a tendency to blow them 
down the stream; but this will only be 
until the novelty of the law wears off. As 
soon as the taxpayers begin to open their 
eyes to the good results accrutmg from the 
measure they will offer no objection to the 
tax and the operation of the law will pro- 
ceed without friction. 

The finger of the government, as Trepre- 
sented by the income tax, touches a much 
larger number of people than a careless 
surmise of the situation would lead a per- 
son to think; and the government's reve- 
nue, arising from this source, will amount 
to a considerable sum of money. 

Celonel Chapman Interviewed. 

Colonel W. H. Chapman, the revenue 
agent, was seen at his office in the federal 
building, by a representative of The Con- 
stitution, Colonel Chapman is a thorough 
type of the Virginia gentleman. He is tall, 
dignified and erect and wears a long beard 
that flows almost to his waist. His man- 
ner is cordial and pfrepossessing and just 
enough humor sparkles in his countenance 
to let the observer know that he is full of 
merriment and good nature, but they must 
_— to the paramount duties of his posi- 
tion, 

He was seated at his desk and was gaz- 
ing intently over a lot of revenue papers 
when his quick eye observed the entrance 

of his visitor. With a cordial hanishake 
and a reassuring smile, he offered the cor- 
respondent a seat and proceeded to make 
him feel at ease. 

“I have not received my instructions 
from Washington as yet,” said Colonel 
Chapman, touching’ upon the income tax, 
“but I expect to hear from the authorities 
by every mail. The law, in my opinion, is 
a good one. I see no difficulty in the way 
of its operation, though I apprehend a 
number will oppose it. at te start, and 
complain of its injustice. This, however, 
is Only natural. People, as a rule, are slow 
to acknowledge the justice of any measure 
that takes from their pocket books without 
Sewing then’ in “tangible evidence, the 
good results that accrue from it. My be- 
lief is that good results are bound to flow 
from it and these will not be long in mak- 
ing themselyes apparent. No reform was 
€éver instituted and no radical legislation was 
cver attempted without opposition, however 
Wise the reform or necessary the legisla- 
tion as shown in the light of subsequent 
events. The government is obliged to live 
ard its only means of support is the revc- 
"ue derived from taxation: As soon ias 
the income tax ceases to be 2 stranger 
and acquires the familiarity of an old friend 
Iam satisfied that all complaint will cease 


‘and a ‘better feeling of satisfaction will 


prevail.” 

“Do you know of any other country that 
has an income tax?” 

“Oh, yes. It is found in nearly all the 
countries of Europe. Englard has had an 
income tax for years and she has no difii- 
eulty in collecting the revenues of the 
government from this source. It hus been 
t statesmanship of

‘of raising money to mect the expenses of 


the government. The cperation of the tax 
only affects those who are amply able to 
pay it, 

Here Is the Law. 

“I shall have very little to do with the 
collection of the tax,” continued the agent 
after a pause, “as that is the duty of the 
collector of internal revenue, Mr. Tram- 
mell. He and his deputy collectors will 
have charge of the returns, as well as the 
collection of the tax,.for the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia. My territory includes the 
States of Georgia, Florida and Alabama, 
and my duties, so far az the incoime tax 
is concerned, are supervisory." 

The following is the law in full, as shown 
by the revenue agent: 

“From and after the ist day of Janu- 


ary, 18%, and until the Ist of January. 1900,, 


there shall be assessed, levied, collected 
and paid annually upon the gains, profits 


and income received during the preevding 


calendar year by every citizen of the Unit- 
ed States, whether residing at home or 
wbroad, and every perzon residing therein, 
whether said gains, profits and income bo 
derived from any kind of property, rents, 
interest, dividends or salaries, or from 
trade, employment or vocu- 

tion carried en in the United States or 
elsewhere, or from any other source what- 
ever, @ tax of 2 per centum on the amount 
so derived over and above four thousand 
collars, and a like tax shall be leyled, col- 
lected and paid annually upon the gains, 
profits and income from all property owned 
and of every rages er profession 
etna ea 


carried en in # 
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ing the 
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which income is estimated.”

collector in the manner prescribed; buf per- 
song having less than $3,509 income are not 
required to make such repert; and the col- 
lector or deputy collector shal! require every 
list or return to be verified by the oath or 
affirmation of the party redering it. and 
may increase the amount of any list or *e- 
turn if he has reagon to believe thag the 
same is understated; and in case any such 
person shail neglect or refuse to make 
and render such list or return or shall ren- 
der a willfully false or fraudulent list or 
return, it shall be the duty of the collector 
or deputy collector to make such list, ac- 
cording to the best information he can 
obtain, by the examination of such person, 
or any cther evidence, and to add 8 per 
centum as a penalty to the aimount of tax 
due on such list.’’ 

The person thus taxed, however, is al- 
lowed to appeal such excuse or reasen as 
may tend to remove the péhalty and the 
commissioner of internal revenue will pass 
upon the merits of the controversy. 

The first tax op incomes will be due and 
payabie on the Ist of Juiy. 1895. 

Mercantile establishments of every kind 
are included under the operation of the 
law as appears from the following section: 

“There shall be assessed, levied and col- 
lected a tax of 2 per centum annuaily on 
the net profits or income, above actual op- 
erating and business expenses, of all banks, 
banking institutions, trust companies, sav- 
ing institutions, fire, marine, life and other, 
insurance companies, railroad, canal, turn- 
pike, canal navigation, stuck, water, tele- 
phone, telegraph, express, electric ~light, 
gee, water, street railwuy companies, or 
associations doing business for profit in 
the United States, no matter how created 
or organized, but not including partner- 
ships.”’ ' 

If the officers of the corporation fail to 
make a proper return as authecrized by law, 
the corporation, company or association in 
default will forfeit as a penalty the sum 
of £1,000 and 2 per centunm: on the amount 
of taxes due for each month until the same 
is paid. 

The law then procecds to specify a num- 
ber of exemptions: 

“Nothing herein contained shall apply to 
States, counties or municipalities; nor to 
corporations, associations or conipanies 
organized and conducted solely for charita- 
ble, religious or educational! purposes, in- 
cluding fraternal beneficiary societies, or- 
ders or associations, operating upon the 
lodge system and providing for the payment 
of life, sick, accident and wther benefits 
tc the members of such societies, orders 
or associations: nor to the stocks, shares, 
funds or securities held by any fiduciary 
or trustee for charitable, religious or edu- 
caticnal purposes; nor to building and loan 
associations or companies which make 
loans only to their shareholders; nor to 
such savings banks or svcwties as from 
their nature and purpose entitle them toa 
special exemption.” 

Eyery salaried officer of the United States 
government, whose income is fh excess of 
$4,000, comes under the operation of the law. 
This is here explained: 

“There shall b® levied, collected and paid 
on all salaries of officers or payments for 
services to pereons in the civil, military, 
naval or other employment or service of 
the government, inciuding senators and 
representatives and delegates in congress, 
when exceeding the rate of $4,000 per an- 
num, a tax of 2 per centum on the excess 
above the said $4,009; and it shall be the 
duty of all paymasters and all disbursing 
officers under the government of the United 
States, or persons in the employ thereof, 
when making any paymeut to any officers 
or persons as aforesaid, whose compensa- 
tion is determined by a fixed salary, or upon 
settling or adjusting tlre accounts of such 
officers or persons, to deduct and withhold 
the aforesaid tax of 2 per centum.”’ 

The law goes on to specify that no col- 
lecting officer shall divulge or make known 
the operations, style of werk or apparatus 
of any manufacturer or producer visited 
by him in the discharge of his official du- 
ties, or the amount or source of j:come re- 
turned by any person or corporation. “Any 
such information will be rewarded as a mis- 
demeanor and shall be punished vy a fine 
not ,exceeding $1,000 or by ir-prisunment 
not exceeding one year, or both; and the 
offender shall be dismissed from office and 
taade incapable of holding any office under 
the government.” 

This is a full summary of the law that 
will zo into effect on the ist of January. 
1885, and one that will no doubt illustrate 
the efficiency of a wise, economic, impuir- 
tial and democratic administratio:n of ihe 
government. 


ATLANTA MAN IN LUCK. 


Some Ailantian Draws a Capital Prize. 
Whe Is the Fortunate Fellow? 
There is a rich man in Atlanta somewhere 
who slept last night little dreaming that 
he was the owner of a snug fortune for 

which he paid a single dollar. 

Who he is and where he resides is just 
now one of the problems that could not be 
solved. 

The wealth of the lucky man, be he capi- 
talist. professional man or laborer, came 
to him through the cid Louisiana lottery. 
A month ago, notwithstanding the fact that 
the sale of littery tickets is prohibited in 
Georgia and the dispensing of pypizes is 
prohibited in the United States by lotteries, 
nearly five hundred tickets were said to the 
drawing which took plast last Tuesday. 
These tickets were, of course, sold on the 
quiet or under cover, and uo one knows the 
purchaser of any of the ticcets of the party 
by whom they were soid. Yet this does not 
prevent an authentic statement that near- 
ly five hundred Atlantians tried their -luck 
against the wheel a month ago, and that 
just as many are now anxiously awaiting a 
return from the turn of the wheel which 
took place Tuesday. 

Just where that drawing occurred cannot 
be said at present. 

But it ean be said on the best authority 
that one of the winning tickets was bought 
by an Atlanta man, and that upon the pre. 
sentation of his ticket to the proper author- 
ities of the lottery he will receive either a 
$19,000 or a $15,000 prize. 

The numbers drawing the prizes reached 
Atlanta yesterday by 4 grupevine service 
the lottery has, and are this morning pre- 
sented to the holders of the tickets. Along 
with the numbers, which ¢ame from the 
jottery, came the information that one of 
the numbers had been sent to Atlanta with 
the batch its agent was given, and that it 
was the pleasure of the company to pay 
the money the minute the ticket was pre- 
sented.

The interview with Governor-elect At- 
kinson, printed in last Sunday's Constiw- 
tion, stands. 

Despite the effort made yesterday after- 
noon to make it appear so, Mr. Atkinson 
has not denied the correctness of the inter- 
view, and its accuracy is vouched fer by 
The Constitution's representative and by 
Mr. Ed Durant, who was present when 
Mr. Atkinson said the things quoted in his 
interview. 

The Journal of yesterday afternoon con- 
tained an editorial in which it was stated 
that The Constitution’s interview was 
bogus, and that the paper had Mr. Atkin- 
son's authority for saying so. it will be 
remembered that in this interview the gov- 
erpor-elect said some true things in 4 
straightforward way—things that were not 
relished in certain quarters. He took the 
emphatic position that the desertion of the 
state platform by some of the goldbug 
stump speakers was largely responsible 
for the smailness of the democratic ma-~- 
jority in the late election. 

Yesterday’s Journal stated that it had 
the authority of Mr. Atkinson «o say that 
this interview was not authorized by him- 
self. Just in what form this authority 
was given seems a rather hard matter to 
determine. The Journal failed to make this 
point clear yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, of the Journal, was 
asked last night on what authority The 
Journal had denied the accuracy of the in- 
terview. 

“On Mr. Atkinson’s,” said Mr. Cabaniss. 

“How did he authorize The Journal to 
deny it?’ was asked. 

“I got a letter from him. He said that 
he had no idea that he would be quoted 
when he was seen by The Constitution’s 
representative.” 

“Did he deny that he said what 
credited to him in The Constitution?’ 

“I don’t remember his exact words. I 
think he said he did not authorize the pub- 
lication.”’ 

“Could you give us a copy of the letter?”

The dary in the Dickerson Damage Suit 
Could Not Agree. 


JUDGMENTS IN THE SUPERIOR COURT 


A Verdict for the City Was Returned by 
Judge W estmoreland’sCourt—Court 
Items of All Sorte.

Upon 
the day he mentions in his petition he was 
met by Silas Donaldson, who asked him if 
he was going to pay for the shoes, Ac- 
cording to the countercharges’ Donaldson 
was told by Dickerson that the shoes had 
been paid for and that the money had 
been handed to F. F. Sentell. 

Dickerson fhhen agreed to accompany 
Silas Donaldson to where Sentell was at 
work, and there Sentell denied that he 
had ever been paid any money. Dicker- 
son then asked if he could have his father 
stand for the debt and pay it. He was toid 
that his father would be accepted.

The Situation. 


From The Wall Street Journal. 

There was much discussion in banking 
circles regarding the rather unexpected de- 
velopments in exchange which have brought 
gold exports within a measurable distance. 
Not a few were inclined to regard the mat- 
ter as decidediy serious in view of the po- 
sition of the national treasury. With the 
gold balance below $60,000,000 and govern- 
ment revenues falling off, it was felt that 
the present time was extremely inopportune 
for the springing up of a demand for gold 
from any quarter. There was no banker 
who professed himself entirely clear as to 
the meaning and cause of the present 
strength in exchange. 

A general canvass of foreign houses elic- 
ited practically the same résult as regards 
opinion. The possibility of shipping gold at 
a profit came from the facc that sterling 
was low in Berlin, sufficiently low, in fact, 
practically to bring sterling here up to the 
natural gold point. Sales of sterling in this 
market covered covered by purchases of 
sterling in Berlin showed an infinitesimal 
margin of profit on shipments of gold to 
Germany. There was no other way of 
shipping gold than this, as other exchanges 
on London abroad were not sufficiently low. 
The demand for gold in Germany was ex- 
plained by a variety of reasons, none of 
which, however, was anything better than 
guess work. It was said, however, that 
Austria was buying gold in Germany, also 
that gold was needed for Roumania and 
there was some talk that politics was at 
the bottom of the matter.

In other words, it is an inside 
railway, upon which the visitors to the 
exposition ean reach every. building op the 
grounds. The railway will not only circle 
the exposition grounds, but will run in ser- 
pentine fashion all around so that one, 
upon taking a seat, can be landed at every 
putiding on the grounds. 

At the world’s fair in Chicago the intre- 
mural railway was one of the most strik- 
ing features, and Was a decided success 
financially. 

The award of this privilege has been 
made to Messrs. Taylor and Martin. 

Contracts to Be Let. 

On Monday the first great work will be 
let. That is the contract for bulding the 
foundation of the building of manufact- 
ures. Immediately after this award the 
first genuine work, according to Mr. Gil- 
bert, the architect, will be rushed through 
as rapidly as possible, 

“The entire buildings,” says Mr. Gilbert, 
“will be ready to turn over by the Ist of 
Juiy.” 

Mr. Gilbert will remain in the city about 
two weeks. He has made some alterations 
in the plans and he will remain to see the 
various contractors, whom he wishes to in- 
form as to certain plans in the building. 

A Great Advertisement. 

Already Atlanta is beginnig to reap some 
of the advantages of the great fair. A let- 
ter received from The Chicago Herald by 
the managing editor of The Constitution 
has this to say: 

“The concluding paragraph of an editorial 
which appeared in The Constitution of Sep- 
tember 6th, read as follows: 

“‘*Why stay in the northwest to burn or 
freeze, and toil without recompense, when 
the fair south offers security, happiness 
and prosperity? These questions deserve 
the serious consideration of the people of 
the great northwest.’ 

“The Chicago Herald is seriously consid-

~~ Atlanta's “Methods. 
MANY COMMITTEES ARE COMING HERE 


Two Are Here Now and Two Are on the 
Way-—They Come to Inspect At- 
lanta’s Sanitary System. 


The twin cities of the northwest, Min- 


- Behpolis and St. Paul, are represented in 


Atlanta today by a delegation of the most 
prominent citizens of that section. 

Some of the delegation are members of 
the city legislatures of the two cities and 
some are plain every day citizens, wearing 
no badge or Danner to indicate the esteem 
in which they are held in their home town, 
further than the letters of credit they bear 
to the mayor of Atlanta and the members 
of the general council of the Gate City of 
the South. 

The delegation is at the Kimball and is 
composed of F. L. Langan, one of the 
progressive young men of Minneapolis, and 
WwW. J. Preston and Thomas Manning, of 
St. Paul, young men who. have done much 
to make the St. Paul end of the twinhood 
what she is today, one of the proudest 
cities of the northwest. -This morning 
the trio of ice palace people will be joined 
by another contingent from that neck of 
the woods, headed by Hon. E. H. Milham, 
one ef the most prominent and popular 
members of the aldermanic board of St. 
Paul. The gentlemen are in Atlanta for 
the purpose of studying the manner in 
which a good city is couducted so that the 
twin cities may follow suit and become to 
the northwest what Atlanta is to the 
south. 

One of the principal objects of the visit 
of the gentlemen to the city is to study the 
laws of sanitation now in vogue here and 
which have given to Atlanta the name all 
over the country of being the cleanest and 
healthiest city in the union. That Atlanta, 
being an inland town and far removed 
from any stream of water, and yet being 
so healthy and clean has puzzled many of 
the students of city management. Usually 
garbage and offal are hard things to dis- 
pose of and with waterless towns the ques- 
tion has always been one of the hardest 
and most stubborn to solve. But that At- 
lanta had solved the quesciion is well Known 
and within the past few months delega- 
tions from more than ohe city have been 
here for the purposerof studying this line 
of work, and within the next few weeks 
more delegations will come, one of them 
being from New York. Among the first 
callers at the city hall yesterday morning 
were the three gentlemen named and with 
that ease; and, atthe same time,push, which 
characterizes the resident of that section 
of the world, they made themselves known 
and announced that they were in Atianta 
for the purpose of learning how to keep a 
city clean. For a half hour they were en- 
tertained by Mayor Goodwin, who gave 
them a copy of the sanitary laws, which 
are so well carried out by Chief Inspector 
Veal. A map of the city was shown the 
gentlemen and the topography of the vity 
was made plain to them and the entire 
work of sanitation, sewerage and the de- 
struction of garbage and all refuse matter 


Was thoroughly explained. 


The gentlemen expressed a desire to see 
the crematory and study its workings. 
Mayor Goodwin with that usual promptness 
of his caused Mr. Andrews, the superin- 
tendent of the burner, to be called and 
the gentlemen made a pop call at the ma- 
chine, where everything from the dead end 
of a used match to the body of a Norman 
draft horse or a Georgia mule is disposed 
of in a jiffy without leaving any trace of 
the work, either to the smell, sight or 
hearing. 

After investigating the crematory the 
gentlemen inspected the sanitary sewer 
system laid out and inaugurated by Mr, 
Hugh Angier,:then city engineer, and Mr. 
Heering, the great sanitary sewer engineer, 
of Philadelphia. Then the water system 
and the work of sewer flushing, street clean- 
ing and garbage moving was shown and 
exemplified by Chief Inspector Veal. This 
morning when the other members of :the 
delegation reach the city the entire party 
will call at the city hall, and those who 
have met the mayor will renew a pleasant 
acquaintance, while those who are yet to 
arrive will form the acquaintance of the 
chief executive of the city. Then during 
the day the entire party will go over the 
work done by those yesterday and in the 
afternoon will be driven over the city and 
shown the cleanliness of Atlanta. 

“We were sent down here,” said Mr. Lan- 
gan, ‘“‘by the city governments of the two 
cities to look into the sanitary condition 
of Atlanta. With us of the northwest At- 
lanta has the reputation of being the clean- 
est and healthiest city in the union and 
our people, who are naturally anxious to 
be healthy, thought it a good idea to-in- 
vestigate the manner in which you acqu’'r- 
ed your cleanliness and see what we could 
do in the same way.”’ 

“Tt’s true,’ put in Mr. Preston, one of 
the Minneapolis contingent, ‘“‘that we have 
all heard of the good health of Atlania, 
and cf the fact that neither yellow fever, 
cholera ror anything of that kind, can live

We, of course, 

want to be as clean as the best of them 

and from what we have seen since we 

reached here, the indications are that we 

will be; for we have learfied many ‘things 
by which we can prefit.” °° 

“That's true,” remarked Mr. Manning, 
“and one of the biggest features is that 
cremiatory. We went out there today and 
the work we saw was somcthing wonderful 
to us. With a furnace like that the garbage 
of the toughest city can easily be disposed 
of, and it is a certainty that both Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul will have them within 
a short time. We have found many good 
suggestions for the cleanliness of any city 
since we have been here, but I think that 
is one of the best we have seen. It will 
destroy more refuse matter in less time and 
without leaving’any offensive work behind it 
thananything I have ever seen. I couldn't 
for the life of me understand why Atlanta 
should have the name she has, that of 
being the cleanest city in the country, but 
since I have been here and glanced at your 
sewer system, yoyr sewer flushing, the dis- 
position of your garbage and the manner 
in which it is all done, I am not at all sur- 
prised. If every city in the country were 
to follow the example of Atlanta and do as 
she does, therc would be less disease, fewer 
deaths and longer liver all over the coun- 
try. In the morning when the contingent 
from our cities, representing the board of 
aldermen and council, reach Atlantu, we 
will make an official investigation of every 
part of the work and then when we return 
home we will make a report to the city leg- 
isluture and to the people of the two cities 
on the matter, ard I tell you now that the 
report cannot be anything but compliment- 
ary to Atlanta. I have been all over the 
country and I say most emphatically that 
I have never seen a cleaner or better Kept 
city anywhere than the one in whicn we 
are now.”’ 

And in this all of the delegation joined 
most heartily. 

Next week there will be a delezation here 
from New York for the purpose of inspect- 
ing the crematory. The city of New York 
has ‘been put on notice that the water- 
courses around that city cannot be used 
longer for carrying away the refuse matter 
and the problem of destroying the garbage 
of that city is now staring the municipal 
authorities in the face anid quick action 
must be taken. The delegation eoming 
from New York will have among it ex-Post- 
master General James, ex-Mayor Edison, 
Mr. Wilson, who has been connecte:! with 
the New York board of health for many 
vears, and Mr. Delehanty, who has been 
superintendent of the port for a long time. 
These gentlemen will give thm cremeatory 
a long and careful study, aud ‘t may be 
that the good work Atlanta has started 
will be followed by the city of New York.

In instances where a person de- 
sires to do this, if a falsehood is sworn to, 
they are as guilty of perjury as one who 
takes the usual oath. 

In mentioning the various customs and 
religious scruples, this authority on the ex- 
amination-of witnesses. says that it is cus- 
tom in China to break a saucer or kill a 
cock when the person is about to testify 
and this binds him, in accordance with the 
law. ‘The book holds that if a Chinese wit- 
ness desires to be sworn in accordance with 
the customs and traditions of his relizious 
sect or his country, he must be permitted 
to do so.

If convicted, he is sent from his 
native state to the rigorous climate of 
Ohio, to serve out his term. 

“To illustrate: A citizen may be found 
murdered. The murderer is cauzht and 
lodged in jail. Then the discovery is made 
that the murdered man was a postmaster. 
Now, there is no reason why the trial of 
this offense should not be left to its proper 
trfbunal, the superior court of the county 
in which the crime was committed. In- 
stead of that, the plea is trumped up that 
the dead man was interferel with in the 
discharge of his duties, and the fedcral 
Officers take jurisdiction. 

“It is not so very long ago that one of 
the United States courts in Geurgia took 
full charge of an ordinary murder case, un- 
der the conspiracy clause of the revised 
statutes, found the prisoners guilty and 
sentenced them to terms in the peniten- 
tiary. Yet the county in which the offense 
was committed had honorable jurors, pains- 
taking. grand jurors, an efficient solicitor 
general, and @®«onscientious judge. So far 
as the United States was concerned, how- 
ever, it treated that community as if it 
were a barbarous spot, with neither judges, 
jurors nor officers of the peace. I said then 
that it was time the states should protest 
against this persistent invasion of their 
rights.
